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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a roller formed into a cylinder from a planer sheet, welded at the seam , 
onto which a coating as claimed is applied, in which there is no lathe turning of the 
cylindrical surface prior to the application of the coating . The specification states that 
when the cylinder is lathe turned prior to application of the coating, it causes errors in 
the roundness and straightness for the roll due to residual stresses or because of 
thickness of chips during machining varies. This results in a physically different roll .
